Purpose of Meeting : To ascertain whether CARAVEL had any information of a 

suspicious nature regarding Deputy Chief of Police 
(Krir inalhauptkpimdss^.r) Martin SCHUNACK of the Wiesbaden 
police, or regarding the Wiesbaden police in general, or. 
regarding certain contacts of SCHUNACK* (This was per naqi 
request from 3 ZD of CCS/Cermany, because 

of SCnJNACK ! s official involvement in the Kennedy visit to 
Frankfurt/.viesbacien) * 



Meeting Arrangements : Meeting was arranged by a telephone call to CARAVEL. 

T tried to get him on V/ednesdav, 19 June 1963, but without 
success. On the second try on Miurflday, ?Q June, I spoke 
with Mr and he agreed to see me as soon as possible, at his 
office. I inferred hir I was leaving irrediately ( his was 
at about 1A0C hrs), and would be at his office Bab shortly 
after 1500 hrs. He agreed. 



Next Meeting : None arranged. 



Operational Oomronts 
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Ve had a short chat, during which CARAVEL mentioned that 
CZ ZD naist be in the States by now, with which CZ ZJ 
agreed, before get ing down to the real reason for ZZ Z3 
visit. CZ ZU then told CARAVEL v;e were concerned 
about whether CARAVEL might know anything of a suspicious 
nature about ftRHBjftfljfnmfe SCHUNACE. £Z ZD save him the 
basic data on SCHUNACH and told CARAVEL who SCHUNACK IS, 
and he recalled having heard the name but does not know 
personally. C ZD stated that SCHUNACK had been an SS 
Haunts turmfuhrer during Vf.TI, and because of a number of 
rather suspicious meetings which took place at SCHUJIACK's 
residence during the soring of I960, we were somewhat 
concerned because of /resident Kennedy r s pending visit. 

| 3 explained that on a number of occasions during the 

period in question SCIfRIACK would arrive heme very late 
at night, and have visitors after arriving hom ; e, He was 
seen transferring packages from either his vehicle or 
from his residence to the cars of his visiters, who then 
left. These packages were about the size of a shoebox and 
wrapped in newspaper, contents unknown, but. nevertheless 
this aroused our suspicion. Possibly the I- iff, knowing of 
his past SS relationship might have gotten to him to 
blackmail, at any rate we wanted to be sure that there 
was rmncfap jfa nothing known raiwarfinBaijfanan against him. CARAVFX 
'new of nothing personally, said the police in Wiesbaden 
is vary mood as far as he knDWUB knows, the police chief 
is an old hand from pre-1933 days, and -move' his job well, 
and has the Wiesbaden police under excellent control. 





CARAVEL said he imBBnrasrraji had a coup n e of close friends who know ever;/ 
one, and with whom he could talk discretely, and would do so. Vh ey 
evidently live in the. sane building in which CARAVEL resides, he 
nrorisrd to five re the resu lts of this bv the following morning 
(PI June) at 1100 hrs. £2 ^Jthcn .rave hir. the nar.es of GCHUNACK's 
visiters as follows:

CARAVEL race a V : st of the names, called a secretary, .and asked her 
to check the car"* fil^r x r r-d lately. She returned shortly to report 
the following! RCSCTER,. O-riCEiAB, and STANT7ZKT, all negative. 

Two Grrhard HANKEs in the files, but a study of the information 
available led us to the conclusion top, neither was identical with 
the person we v*re tracing. There was a file on KLOSE, but it was 
not in the files. CARAVEL promised to ret it in the meantime and 
also inform me about it at 1100 hrs on the following day. 

At 1100 hrs on PI June 1963 I called and spoke with CARAVEL. He 
.informed me the KLOSE in his files was not the same as the one we 
tracing. 7e had checked with his friends on SCnUNACK and come up 
with absolutely nothing deroratory. . SCKUMACK is known as a rood 
policeman, and* there is no suspicion about him whatsoever. 

On 20 June during cur meeting CARAVEL inquired whether, we had had 
any proceedings at any tire against SCltUHACK, and whether this had 
been the source of our information about ■ 50* HHIACK. Cl ^ shrugged 
his shoulders and remarked that he had no idea whatsoever where 
this information had core from. He accented this without any further 
remarks, "e eha+ed further and CARAVEL was very friendly throughout. 

He remarked that the ^olice would certainly be ertremely busy during 
Kennedy r s visit, d ED departed at about 1600 hrs. 
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
